Just a quick note for you... I will be 
judging web-sites by what I think a good site 
entails. If you don’t like my opinion, feel free 
to waste your time emailing me. I assume 
all of you know how to navigate with your 
web-browsers. If not, skip to the music 
reviews. Let me start off by saying that I 
endorse Netscape Navigator as my browser 
of choice. Mainly because it seems to 
download pages faster with my particular 
operating system. If you choose that other 
one, whatever. I also cruz with a 56k 
modem, so downloading time for me is 
pretty decent compared to a 28.8k modem. 
Anyway, let’s move on to the reviews! 

*Note: The 1st review will be pretty in- 
depth, as to let you know about what my 
likes and dislikes are. Also, here’s the 
grading scheme I’ll be using:

Howsa ‘bout a site all of you seem to 
love so much, “www.skinheads.net’’. A good 
idea to unite many pages of the subculture 
into one domain. A bad idea if you have a 
web-page and want to be associated with 
the administrators opinions and sometimes 
embarrassing remarks as seen on his page 
(As quoted: “OK here is the deal about me 
an’ politics, I don’t care about them. This 
means I really don’t care about what you 
think or believe, I’ve got my own ideas. I 
don’t like Nazis or White Power Bullshit, nor 
do I really like anti-racist. This all has to do 
with politics an religion fuck up skinhead.”) 
If he didn’t care, then why the “hate-mail” 
section with responses? Proper spelling 
helps too. Moving on... The intro page. Cool 
layout here with a nice background and title. 
Of course I’ve seen the skinhead image 
(.jpg) stretching his braces on a million 
other sites (although the web-master has 
stated in a pissing match with some other 
web-master that he had it up 1st). A good 
thing to offer a “non-frames” version of the 



site as well, because “frames” usually 
annoy the hell out of me. So pick your 
poison. 

I haven’t seen the frames version 
before, so let’s have a look shall we? One 
bit I see right away is the image with the 
eagle holding the flags, which I’ve seen 
before in the “Oil American Oil” guest book. 
A major no-no in my book! Let’s stay original 
as possible people. The 
frame on the left with the 
main menu is a mile fuckin’ 
long too. I think some of 
these things could be 
compacted together, like the “web-rings" 
and the “skinheads.net web-ring”... or 
“contacts” with “mail-order addresses”. The 
“disclaimer” was on the intro page, do we 
need to see it again? As for the main frame, 
you find all of the links in text at the bottom 
of every page too. Why? Just my opinion. 

The photos page was done nicely though. I 
hate downloading a page that has a ton of 
photos on it. This one has a brief 
description of each for you to choose from, 
which makes navigating even nicer. A good 
idea to keep those photos coming, that way 
it’s not the same shit every 6 months. The 
“reviews” section is UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION as it was last time I 
checked. Damn that sucks... I love to read 
peoples reviews. The “songs of the week” 
link is almost always a good idea in my 
book. It keeps people coming back for more. 
I love finding songs by bands I haven’t heard 
before. Unfortunately all these songs I’ve 
heard. Good for the up-and-coming street 
thug though . I downloaded several of the 
songs (in Real Audio format) for a listen, 
but I really didn’t like the garbled sounds 
and the frequent cut-offs from busy 
internet traffic. Better than huge .wav files 
though that take forever to download... 

.MP3 format is definitely the future and way 
to go (bigger and better sound files with 
shorter download times than .wav files). The 
“links” page is the place to go if you want to 
find just about every skinhead-related site 
out there... just about. The site also 
features a “members-pages” link where you 
can find other web-masters’ sites that are 
on this domain. To discuss those would be a 
whole new write up, so later. Another thing 
you can access is the “message-board”, 
which is basically a place to gossip... 
although a few people actually leave good 
information relating to gigs, releases, etc. 

Well I could keep going but I’m running 
out of space here. Overall, this site is good 
for what it’s intended to be... stuff relating 
to skinheads. Even if you don’t like it, oh 
well. Apparently it represents a good portion 
of how the youth-cult feels, because 34,000 
plus hits on the counter lies truth. The 
whole site (graphics and text) downloaded 
pretty damn fast, while still keeping a good 


overall presentation. Personally, I don’t care 
too much for this site. I occasionally visit 
the links page looking for new sites since 
most people post them there. If your cup of 
tea is reading the skinhead. faq, playing 
General Hospital on the message-board, or 
reading stupid arguments about whatever... 
then this site is for you!

Next up we have “STEELCAP'S 
WEBPAGE”. Only in a frames version, but a 
job well done. Fast download time with a 
decent layout. Not too much or too little of 
this and that. A spell-check might be in 
order, but not nearly as bad as some other 
sites out there. A cool thing about this page 
is all the shit to choose from. From the main 
menu, you can fill out a survey form (or 
not)... visit the MP3 page, which has a nice 
selection of Oi! and Ska (although most of 
it’s probably stuff you already have. ..but you 
do have the option to request songs)... a 
mega-ton of ska links (the biggest I’ve 
seen), as well as some good Oi! links to 
boot. If scooters are your thing, then this 
dude has the links you’re looking for... now, 
his “BEER” page. I’m always adamant 
about people’s beer selections out there... 
it’s always the same old shit; Guinness 
(nothing against Guinness, as it’s a great 
stout, everybody just seems to think it’s the 
“skinhead” beer of choice), Bass and my 
favorite beer: Guinness, Bass, New Castle 
(go figure!), and Shiner (?!! this beer is 
horrible... I’d rather drink Schaefer than this 
shit!), or other. I’ll stick to the one that 
starts with “0”, thanks. A few beer links to 
choose from as well... I really wanted to 
check out the “Top Ten Signs You’ve 
Purchased a Bad Beer” link, but it didn’t 
work. Most are “brew-your-own” type of 
sites, but I don’t, so if that's your beer, brew 
it. So go check it out: “http://

There are two 
things I hear over and 
over again from 
fledgling bands, “We 
need someone to put 
out a record for us” or 
“I hope someone will 
sign us, we need to get 
a record out”. Well for 
Christ’s sake don’t wait! 

Get off your lazy asses 
and do a fuckin’ record 
on your own. Chances are 
that is the only way your 
going to get your music out. 

The popular belief that putting a 
record out is hard, or completely 
out of cash range is just not true. 

First things first. You need to record 
for your new best selling, chart busting 
EP.... what’s that you say....EP !?! I’m sorry 
to burst your bubble but don’t think your 
new band is going to be able to move a 
1000 copies of a $12 CD from a band that 
no one besides your tight group of friends 
and your mom have heard of. Time to come 
back to reality, you are in a new band, the 
best way to get yourself out to the people 
who listen to punk and oi is a 7”. It’s 
easier for joe-worker to spend $3 or $4 of 
his hard earned cash on a band he has 
never heard of but thinks they might have 
something he likes then it is to lay out $12 
for a CD, only to get home and realize you 
suck. The bright side is you only need to 
record about 4 songs for your new soon-to- 
be platinum record, that shouldn’t be too 
hard on the ol ’ pocket book. From here 
you basically have two options: go over to 
bubba’s house and set up his 4 track in 
the basement (it’s worked for many), or 
start looking for a reasonably priced 
recording studio (it’s worked for more). You 
can find studio’s that range in price from 
$20-$100 an hour. Some will even work 
out block plans like $250 for 10 hours or 
$300 for the whole day. Studio rates are 
not as expensive as many assume. A word 
to the wise: do not book only two hours 
under the assumption that it will only take 
you 20 minutes to play the songs, and that 
your “wonder ears" can mix it down in no 
time. Most studios start charging the 
minute you walk in. ..including set up time, 
micing, sound and level checks, then add 
in the 30 times you have to piss. You will 
be there a good two hours before you even 
check if you’re in tune. The average time it 
has taken my band to record is a minimum 
of 10 hours. We generally book ten hours 
and end up adding 5 more the next day. 
Make sure before you go into the studio 



that all your equipment is 
sounding the way you 
want it to. The sound 
guy cannot work 
miracles with your 
muddled bass or guitar. 

Recording is 
not fun. Songs that you 
could play blindfolded 
in your basement are 
suddenly near 
impossible, every fuck- 
up amplified, band 
members stop on a dime 
at the first fuck-up. It’s 
also difficult adjusting to 
listening to yourself 
through headphones and 
playing at the same time (you 
get to hear what you have been 
putting the crowd through all these 
months). Record all instrument tracks 
first, lay in the vocals later (and while your 
buddy is singing with the headphones 
on. ..don’t giggle. ..you’ll waste more time). 
It’s hard for the vocalist to keep singing 
over and over and over. Sooner or later his 
voice is going to give. So lay down your 
instrument tracks and once you get them 
perfect or at least to your liking then move 
on to the vocals. If there is something 
you are unhappy with on your instrument 
tracks take care of it, or every time you 
listen to it your fuck-up will stick out like a 
sore thumb, even if no one hears it but 
you. 

Oh by the way, about 5 hours have 
flown by and you are now hungry and bored 
and you have started to chain smoke. Time 
for vocals. Hopefully vocals will move 
faster than you did, unless your singer is a 
perfectionist, which is usually the case. 
Singers, DON’T drink beer or cold liquids 
before you sing, it constricts your vocal 
chords and will wear you out quicker. Save 
the beer for the mix down, that way you 
can fuck it up real good. 

Mix down time. Now this is where the 
torture begins. These are your songs and 
you wrote them and you love them and as 
far as you are concerned some big record 
studio should be paying for the soon-to-be 
platinum record, but they’re not. It is good 
to bring in someone more experienced than 
yourselves for this. Someone besides the 
knobturning recording tech. Bring someone 
with previous studio experience to be your 
ears. It’s also a good idea to bring a 
couple of CDs of bands that have an 
influence on your music and let the 
engineer listen to them so he can get an 
idea of what sound you are shooting for. 

DO NOT rush this part, you will go fucking 
crazy listening to the first part of the first 
song for over an hour, but remember this is 
going to be your first impression on a lot of 


people (hopefully). In all honesty you are 
looking at more than an hour per song, and 
that’s without putting in effects or movie 
sound bites. A little hint, plan your song 
order in advance as you want them to 
appear on your record, you save a bit of 
time later down the road. Remember you 
are listening to your mix-down through 
speakers bigger than your econocar, on a 
system that only studios have. What you 
hear in the studio is glorious. When you 
take it out of the studio and play it through 
your Fischerprice turntable at home, the 
sound will be considerably different. Make 
a quick recording from the board and play it 
on different radios, test it out on your car 
stereo or a shitty boom box, that way you 
can hear the sound that others outside the 
studio are going to hear. Are you happy? 
Remember the DAT or CD that you need to 
give to the record pressing plant is not 
included in your up front price. Alright, you 
are now officially broke, ballpark estimate, 
about $400, that’s high for some and 
cheap for others. 

The hard part is over and any glorified 
dreams you had of recording are now 
flushed down the same toilet as the Easter 
Bunny. Now it is time to send your recording 
off to the plant where they magically turn 
them into records. There are many out there 
to choose from, but the most widely used 
and affordable is United Record Pressing 
Inc. out of Nashville. Tennessee. I’ll give you 
the address later. Their catalog will tell you 
every thing you need to successfully print 
your record with them. From the space 
available on each side (about 4 minutes on 
a 45 to 6 minutes on a 33 1/3) to printing 
the labels and slapping them on the 
records. You supply the artwork in the space 
given and they take care of it. If your going 
to make a standard 7”, black vinyl, large 
hole with a run of 500 your lookin at around 
$400+. But nobody wants the big hole, 
small hole is $15 more. Hey what about 
colored vinyl? That’s the coolest. $55, plus 
set up is . $33 more. Of course you need to 
hear the record before 500 show up on your 
door step $15... let me just tell you this, 
the last record 13 Luck pressed cost $639 
in the end. Just for the pressing mind you. 

So we are now over a $1000 in costs, 
still that’s pretty cheap, keep playing shows 
and bringing money for the band cause we 
still have a few expenses. 

To some, the cover is just as important 
as what is inside. I’ve seen them xeroxed, 
offset printed, I’ve seen them on newsprint, 
and I’ve seen high-dollar glued-glossy 4color 
cardstock. Remember though, a lot of 
people judge a book by it’s cover and the 
same goes for records. If you schlop 
together a cover it will show in the end and 
people might not be as willing to check you 
out. Try and make a cover that stands out 
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and reflects what’s inside the sleeve. Cost 
for this is really hard to estimate you could 
easily spend a couple hundred dollars but at 
the same time you could do it for less than 
a hundred, but that’s up to you. Don’t forget 
the little plastic bags that everybody loves 
so much, those will run you about $20 for 
500. And whalla you have in your hands you 
first EP and you did it all by yourself. 

So let’s see you have blown about 
$1150 but if you actually sell all 500 at $3-4 
a piece you’ll make $1500 to $2000 right? 
HAH AH AH AH AH AH AH AH AH AH AH AH AH A! !!!!!!!!!!!!!

KC to St. Louis 

We were to hook up at Finnigan's on 
Thursday afternoon. The plan was to drive 
to St. Louis, hang out and get something 
to eat and then kick it to Atlanta. In theory 
we would arrive in Atlanta Friday at 10am, 
catch some snoozes then hang out with 
the locals.

TRIBUTE AND PHOTOS

With his porkpie hat, sunglasses and 
sharkskin suit, he came onto the stage like 
a gladiator. Ska bands from across the 
country and around the world have played 
at the Bottleneck, but few can compare to 
Aitken; and no one has ever, or will ever 
outclass, outshine or outdo El Cubano, 

Boss Skinhead, King of Bluebeat, A.K.A. 
Laurel Aitken, the Godfather of Ska. 

The sheer power of his performance 
tore through the nightclub like a chainsaw 
through a container of Cool Whip. The band 
had to start playing to stop the cheering of 
a small ocean of loyal fans spanning some j 
50 years in age. When he began singing, 
the full force of a talent five decades in the * 
making blew forth from the stage like a 


Cubano-jamaican Sermon on the Mount in 
a 1 and 3 beat. And like a hurricane of 
rhythm had just ripped the roof off the 
place, the crowd was overcome by the 
music and commanded to dance. In the 
gaps between songs, brief screaming-wars 
erupted to see who could get the bands 
attention? The cheering fans or the fans 
begging for their favorite songs. People too 
tired from dancing to breathe were 
screaming out for Jesse James, Roll Jordan 
Roll, or Skinhead. 

And so the maestro answered. “You 
want Skinhead, well I’m going to give you 
Skinhead later, no you want Skinhead, I’m 
going to give you Skinhead right now.” And 
like slaves with their ankles chained to the 


rhythm, they danced until sweat stood on 
the floor an inch thick. After nearly two 
straight hours of playing the band left the 
stage, and the legions of punks, skins, 
mods, rudies, yuppies and school kids 
roared for just a little bit more of what 
they’d been missing. From outside the 
club, college kids walking past could hear 
the din from inside the club creeping 
through the plate glass window. When the 
band finished playing their set, the sweat- 
drenched masses howled for their fix of 
Godfather as though in pain from his 
absence. And again into the fray came Sir 
Laurel. “You know why we came back up 
here?”, he said as he came out for the 
encore. “Cause we love you.” And with one 
last blast of beats, bass, horns and 
hollering, he put all the kings horses and 
all the kings men in line at the bar for a 
cup of water or a cool pint of something 
forbidden. 

At 71 years old, Aitken enjoys not only 
the distinction of being one of the founders 
of Ska, but also one of its innovators. 
Though his fans point to his steadfast 
dedication to maintaining the roots of Ska 
(the first music of Jamaica) clearly Aitken’s 
sound has evolved and indeed led music in 
many directions. He began his career at 
11, cloning and hybridizing the sounds of 
American R&B, soul, calypso, mento and 
boogie. He was part of a national quest to 
create a musical language for Jamaica with 
which to sing to the world. In 1958, the 
Cuban born artist was the first one to 
make that voice heard. As such Aitken 
became the first Jamaican star to emerge 
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available at tine of printing) 


on the global stage, forever 
changing the sound of pop music 
and making himself a legend for 
all time. “I am a legend”, he 
laughs. “I don’t feel like I am a 
legend. I don’t know how to feel 
to be a legend, but I am a 
legend.” 

Over the years his music 
has changed many times, but the 
biggest change has been his 
audience, he said. “(Ska) hasn’t 
changed much, though the people 
who are into my music really now 
are white kids. See because 
those people from my youthful 
days, they doesn’t go and buy 
records anymore, they listen to 
hallelujah, praise the lord.” More 
than just pave the way for the 
evolution of Jamaican musical 
artists, Aitken has been 
instrumental in every phase of 
the evolution of the music he 
helped create. From Ska 
standards like Bartender from his 
Blue Beat years to the rude 
sensations Pussy Price and Fire 
in Mi Wire he broke new ground. 

He has played with The English 
Beat, Secret Affair, the Busters 
from Germany, the Ska Flames 
from Japan, the Toasters and too 
many other bands to try to 

mention. Yet despite all the 

history, the Godfather won’t look 
into his crystal ball to forecast the future 
direction of music. “I ain’t got no 
predictions about Ska. I’ve heard lots of 
bands doing their version of Ska, which I 
like quite a lot,” he said. “I like lots of 
American bands. I like lots of these new 
bands. I’ve heard of one called Big 
Bosstones, I think they’re in London now. I 
like that.” 

“These young people now, they’ve got 
their own feeling about it. What can I say? I 
think if that’s the way they feel, they’re 
doing the right thing.” 

He also encourages the Ska puritans 
to loosen up and listen to what’s coming 
off the streets. The sentiment that 
contemporary Ska doesn’t count doesn’t 
fly with Aitken. “The new stuff must count 
because it’s music, ain’t it? I like quite a 
lot of the new stuff. I’m doing new stuff as 
well.” Though he confessed, he doesn’t 
keep track of what MTV calls Ska. “I’ve 
never heard of No Doubt.” So who 
influences The Originator? “I influence 
myself." He says his new direction hasn’t 
taken him so far that the old fans won’t 
recognize his new sound. “No, its the 
same direction, it’s just that now some is 
a bit faster,” he said. “It’s the same thing 
you know. I think it's alright.” 

As for the good old days, he says he 
doesn’t look back. “I just miss it when I 
was young,” he said. “But I like to see that 
people are still enjoying (Ska), the music 
that I helped to create.

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INTERVIEW AND PHOTOS

US-We all know what you do so let's start 
with the name, Dropkick Murphys. I heard 
the name came from a drug rehabilitation 
center. 

K- There was a place in Boston around 
the 40s or 50s called Dropkick 
Murphy’s. It was run by a guy named 
Dropkick Murphy. He was a wrestler or a 
boxer. Every old guy in Boston has a 
different story about what the old guy 
was, either a wrestler a boxer.. 

M- Football player, something tough ya 
know. 

K- He started this place where they take 
skid-row bums and everyone on the 
street. They would take them and tie 
them up and keep them there until they 
dried out. Also regular people would go 
there, like if you were on a week bender 


Dropkick Murphys 
Boston's kings of street 
punk, the Dropkick Murphys 
rolled into town on the Unity 
Tour, along with hardcore's 
founding fathers Agnostic 
Front . With the changing of 
the guards from Mike 
McColgan to A I Barr on 
vocals, I thought now would 
be as good a time as any to 
get an interview, interviewed 
are Ken Casey (Kf, bassist 
and songwriter; and Matt 
Kelly (M), drummer and all 
around good guy. 


Dropkick Murphys perform live recently 
at the Bottleneck In Lawrence , KS . 
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and just couldn’t stop, you'd just drink 
and say "fuck it" and go check yourself in 
there. There’s a lot of history to the place 
too. My Grandfather would talk about it all 
the time, people in my family had been 
there so I’ve always heard that name, it’s 
always been with me. When I was a kid 
and I’d hear that name I always wanted to 
know what it was all about. So when we 
decided to start a band we just figured we 
would steal that name. 

US- You guys have only been together 2 or 
3 years ... 

K- 3 years 

US- Ken, you just started playing the bass 
when you started the band, what were you 
doing before that? 

K- 1 was doing demolition work. The union 
guys on the front cover of Do or Die , that 
was the local I worked in before I got in the 
band. My father-in-law, he’s the business 
agent of the union, he asked me to work 
and I figured I’d be doing that for the rest 
of my life, not playing the bass. 

I picked up a bass three weeks 
before our first show. For the first 6 
or 7 shows Rick used to have to 
plug me in, tune me up, turn my 
amp on, I had all my notes on 
the thing and it was just bass by 
numbers. It still is in a lot of ways. 

US- Are you glad you made the 
transition from union worker to music 


K- You can always go back, I was also 
going to school. Today in America it's 
tough to raise a family and make a living 
doing honest hard work. Now it's like 
you have to go to school to get a specific 
trade, which I didn't have cause I was a 
fuck up most of my life. There used to be 
plenty of work but now it's far and few 
between. It sucks to have to be 
worrying.. .even when I didn't have the 
responsibilities of being married and 
having a family. Am I going to get laid off 
this week? It's a shitty life-style 
unfortunately. 

US- Matt , you played in some bands 

before hooking up with the Dropkicks? 

M- Yeah, I played in a bunch of bands 
before this. I was in some hardcore 
bands, some punk bands. I sang for 
some, played bass for others. I sang 
for a band called Fit For Abuse, they 
were kind of a Negative 


for my 
friends band, 
Get High, actually 
at is where the 

Dropkicks asked me to join them. 
K- We stole him from Get High.. 

M- Rescued rather. 

US- So how does it feel after being 
together for so short a time and taking off 
as you have? 

M- It's not fair, I've been in bands for 
this same amount of time and we went 
nowhere. 

K- 1 won’t deny that we haven’t had a lot 
of weird circumstances and fortunate 
breaks that have put us farther than 
other bands. I think it’s also like a 
compulsion and like. ..you guys (Main 
Street Saints) remind me of that, putting 
out singles. Every time we had a new 
song we put out a fucking single, we 
would do splits with other bands. If you 
do enough splits and singles on different 
labels your name is going to get spread 
around. Like I’ve said ya know, I’ve never 
been in another band so it is hard to 
describe it, but whatever kind of music it 
is, if it's in your heart and your 100% 
into it and dedicated to do it your going 
to succeed. 


US- I'm trying not to kick the " Mike 
McColgan” dead horse, but you guys had 
just released the Do or Die CD, and were 
in the middle of the tour with the Business 
when he quit. Were you concerned about 
things falling apart? 

K- No, this is the way that whole situation 
went down. Mike is on tour with us, and 
probably about the time we had come 
through here (March 13th), it wasn’t bad 
yet. Every time we would book a tour he’d 
be "how long is it going to be?", "why 
does it have to be that long?" Ya know. 
Now, I'm married and Rick has kids, Matt 
was living in an apartment 
and here's Mike, living at 
his mothers house and 
had everything easy ya 
know. It was pretty clear 
that he didn't like the 
life style. As the tour went 
on it got worse and worse. The 
band wasn't happy with Mike 
because we were all "let’s go let's 
go" and he was like "Hey let's wait and 
not make the tour as long". So it wasn't 
working. So finally half way through the 
tour Mike said this is my last tour, he 
didn't say “I’m not going to finish the 

tour”, he didn't quit the tour. But 
we couldn't play with a singer who 
was just going through the 
motions just to finish the tour. 
Most of the song writing was 
me and Rick, so we really 
weren’t concerned. Rick just 
said let's go home. We got 
some good songs, there are a 
million kids that can. ..were not 
playing opera, there’s not much singing, 
well there's some. Let's just take our 
time and find the right guy. 

Mike wrote some of the lyrics, but he 
would write them in a book, if I write 
lyrics I write them with the song and the 
melody lines, so I knew that if I could 
write the songs we would be o.k.. 

It did suck to hear.. .it was almost a 
feeding frenzy, when a band is doing 
good and then it's like "they broke up" 
and there were so many fucking rumors 
going around you just can't listen to it. 
Like the Fire Department rumor I’m sure 
you heard, he is trying to get on the Fire 
Department. At first the rumor was like 
"Mike, working class hero leaves slacking 
tour mates to be a fireman" and that is 
definitely not the case. Being in a band is 
definitely the hardest thing I've done, and 
I've done a lot of shitty jobs. Ya drive 8 
hours a fucking day, ya get up then your 
playing, which is the best part of it. 

M- Then, when your not on tour, as far as 
me and Ken are concerned, we’re down 
at the practice space, and we do our own 
merchandise, we don’t have the label do 
it, so between that and mailing all the 
singles on Ken’s label Flat Records, just 
that is a 9-5 job. 

K- If you punched in a clock to get the 
money out of this it would suck, but it's 
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totally different 
options. 

US- 1 heard rumor when 
he quit you guys held 
auditions to find his 
replacement? Now the 
only reason I ask this is 
cause a kid from here 
said he flew up to 
Boston to try out for 
you guys. 

K- (Laughter, oh the 
laughter.) Now what 
happened was when 
the word got out, 
people started calling 
us left and right. What 
can ya say, ya know, 
who are you? So a 
bunch a kids, like 17, 
18 year old kids came 
down from Boston, just 
fans of the band, and 
they we’re like “I 


something you love to do. It’s the first 
job I ever had, if you want to call this a 
job, where I wasn't taking how much I 
made by an hourly wage and figuring out. 
Right now, because of like doing our 
label, doing the mailing ourselves we are 
making enough to be able to pay our bills. 
I live with my Father-in-law, it's not like we 
can afford to live nice, but we 


can keep roofs over our 
families heads while were 
gone. If your doing something 


you love that's the bottom line, it doesn’t 
matter what the hours are. 

To end the thing with Mike, he wanted to 
go in one direction, cutting back, we 
wanted to. ...50,000 records have sold so 
far and we haven’t played to most of 
those people. There are so many places 
we’ve never gone, so it was like two 


wanna try out” and we we’re like “fuck it” 
let’s not say no to anyone. We we’re 
writing our new album at the time, and 
practicing all day anyway. Kid’s would 
come in for like an hour and sing our 
songs, most of it was like Jesus Christ, 
ya know. A couple kids we’re really good. 
We had a short list of people we wanted 
it to be. We’ve all known Al as friends, 
fans of the Bruisers. 

So Al was on tour with'' the Bruisers in 
Europe. I had watched Al going through 
kinda what we we’re going through, here 
us three, me, Rick and Matt, totally 
dedicated to the music, wanting to go full 
ahead but we had a singer who’s kind of 
a flake, and here’s Al with his band, he is 
the only guy in his band who’s dedicated. 
He’s got all these guys who are like “Oh 
dude” He had the exact same problem, 
he had a band who wasn’t dedicated and 
we had a singer who wasn’t. But I didn’t 
want to go out and break up the Bruisers, 
I just said in passing one night as we 
we’re hanging out “you were at the top of 
the list, and if anything ever happens with 
the Bruisers...” He called me the next 
day and said he wanted to try out. He 
came out and he sang one song, we had 
him sing a new song cause we didn’t 
want to be comparing his voice with the 
other songs. 

Mike by the way, before he even quit. All 
these new songs that we had, he 
couldn’t sing. 

M- Ken confided in me that he didn’t 
know what to do, cause we wrote all 
these songs, the lyrics and the way to 
sing it. It was like “What the fuck” he’s 
not singing them. 

K- They needed way more heart. The way 
I look at this band is, we are trying to 
combine punk and folk to some degree. 
And the lyrics had to be sung with 
passion, and he didn’t have it in his 
heart, so he’d just be singing them like 
they were right off the paper. So I 
scrapped all these songs. Then Al came 
in, and I said here, try this song and it 
was like whoa, and we told him he was 
in if he wanted it. We told him he was in 
the band before we ever heard him sing 
any of the old songs. As it turns out I 
like the way he sings the old songs 
better. There were some songs like Get 
Up off the old record that I hated, Mike 
sang it too high or something. I like 
Mike's voice but I didn’t like the way he 
sang some songs. Now some of these 
songs that I didn’t like are my favorite. 

M- When we’re playing now, I can look at 
the singer. 

US-Since A I has come in, has he brought 

in some other influences to the band? 

K- No, he will. We had most of the next 
record done. When he came in we 
recorded those singles when he was in 
the band for 7 days. So it was like a 
whirlwind, it was like here’s the lyrics, 
learn the old songs, learn these and we 
have the new record. We didn’t want to 
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to punk. The way we were raised and the 
parts of the skinhead movement have a 
lot in common, we are only doing the 
things that come naturally.

K- We got labeled an oi band, which is 
fine with me. But I think the true nature of 
this band was to combine punk with 
traditional Irish music. When you combine 
those and compare it to oi, it’s the same 
fucking thing for the most part. We have 
been influenced by hardcore. .we are all 
over the map as to what we are, I think 
it’s hard to pin point us to one thing. To 
me that would be boring cause I always 
want to write different kinds of songs, like 
that single we just did Curse of a Fallen 
Soul, I think one song is very typical of 
us, one song is complete oi, another song 
I don’t know what it is and then a 
hardcore song. 

M- Then the Iron Cross cover. 

US - So what can we expect from you 
on the new album?

Matt joined the band, Jeff 
our drummer was like an old school guy, 
but he wasn’t into Irish folk ya know 
what I mean. Here’s Matt, who was into 
all the same influences on the punk end 
but also played actual Irish folk with his 
family. Then Al, everyone in the band 
likes his voice. 

M- When Rick first saw the Bruisers, he 
had been out of the loop for a long time. 
He didn’t know what the fuck was wrong 
with punk. When he first saw the 
Bruisers he wanted to know why we 
couldn’t have a singer like that. He loved 
Al’s voice. I grew up listening to the 
Bruisers, been listening to them since I 
was 15. So it’s just awesome to have a 
good singer in the band. 

US- 1 assume you never set out to be an oi 
band. Are you guys surprised at the 
skinhead following that you have? 

K- Matt is a skinhead, but when we 
started there were no skinheads in the 
band and we had a huge skinhead 
following. I have been a fan of oi for a 
long time, I never saw where it was 
written that it had to be played by 
skinheads. In the neighborhood where I 
grew up, and all my friends, none of us 
shaved our heads but everyone listened

ours, Charlie Cunningham. A couple of 
ballad type songs, and a shit load of 
straight punk. 

M- On Do or Die we had the folkish songs 
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and the harder songs, this new is all 
over the map. It’s a little tougher 
sounding, especially with the vocals, Al’s 
voice obviously is going to toughen it up 
some. 

K- There’s a lot more trading off, me 
and Al trade off vocals a lot. Which 
works good on a full length cause it 
breaks it up a little. 

US- That does it for the questions that I 
had for you. These here are my readers 
questions. Various people in bars came up 
with these questions. Do you consider 
yourself an Irish band? Oh, by the way no 
one would let the Irish topic die. 

K- Irish-American, when you grow up in 
Boston... 

M- Your Irish! 

K- 1 didn’t even know if I liked Irish 
music. Until the Pogues came along I did 
not know if I liked Irish music. It 
(traditional Irish music) was like banging 
in my .head, but I was so used to it and 
then the Pogues came along and I was 
like whoa, Irish music for my generation. 

I would have to say, to answer your 
question, no, we do not consider 
ourselves an Irish band, because we 
don’t want to be the House of Pain of 
punk rock. 

M- It’s not a novelty it’s a part of what 
we are. 

K- When we first started, the first 
original we had was Barroom Hero, it 


was why we started the band. I had 
wrote this song and I went to Rick, told 
him I had written this song, sang the 
lyrics to him and asked if he could put 
chords to it. I didn’t want it to be Irish 
mixed with punk, I didn’t think anyone 
would get it. If anything it’s been the 
opposite, people have been getting it too 
much. No, we are an American band, 
with Irish influences. 

US- Wes would like to know if you support 
the I.R.A.? 

K- Any family that I have is not from 
Northern Ireland, lets just say this, we 
are American and we have no business 
in their politics. ..but we are Catholic. 

M- Irish Catholic, we are not a political 
band. 

US- Another Irish question... 

K- Ya know why your getting all these 
questions; your asking people in a bar. 
(Laughter) 

US- With all the Irish influences , why do 
you start off Do or Die and all your shows 
with Scotland the Brave? 

K- We liked the song. Everyone comes 
up to us like “you didn’t know” but we 
knew, that is a step for us to say it’s not 
about Ireland. 

M- It’s Celtic. 

K- It’s all the same to us. The Business 
kept laughing at us, telling us that it’s 
Scotland's song, we knew. It’s a cool 
song. 


US- Who's going to win the Stanley Cup? 

K- 1 don’t think the Bruins are there yet. 
I’m a die hard Bruins fan, although this 
life-style has taken me out of the loop a 
bit. 

M- Yup, I haven’t been to a Bruins game 
since before... 

K- 1 refuse to go, I haven’t been to the 
new... the Boston Garden got torn down, 
and they made it the Fleet Center and my 
protest still continues, I haven’t been 
there yet. 

M- 1 haven’t been there since this kid 
Tim Lawrence bought a bunch of tickets 
for the guys who support the Revolution 
to go down there and start a bunch of 
trouble at the Bruins game and shit. 

K- That’s the way it should be. 

US- What if you got asked to play the 
Fleet Center, would you do it? 

K- We actually got asked to play the Fleet 
Center with Aerosmith last New Years. 

We said no, obviously. 

M- Rick knows all those guys. 

K- This kid that grew up with Rick and 
roadied for Rick’s old band back in the 
early 80s He actually went on to be 
Aerosmith’s road manager. They wanted 
a local band to play, they asked and I 
was like, I don’t know about that. If it 
was old Aerosmith, then yeah. 

M- Not this Toys in the Attic shit, or 
whatever they are doing now. 

US- Any thing you would like to add? 

How's the tour been going? 

K- The tours been great, Agnostic Front 
had some problems at the start, their 
van blew up, caught on fire. But now it’s 
going smooth. It’s good to play here, 
play with the Main Street Saints. There 
have been no opening bands on the tour. 
US- We, the Main Street Saints, had to 
bust ass to get on this bill. We ended up 
calling the tour agent in New York. 

K- I’m glad someone got through. One of 
my favorite things about going on tour is 
playing with bands from around the 
country. Not that there is anything wrong 
with this tour, I like all the bands on it 
(Maximum Penalty, U.S. Bombs, 

Dropkick Murphys and Agnostic Front) 
but we are not getting to play with any of 
the other bands that we like around 
here. We are doing our own tour in 
March when our new record comes out. 
We are bringing the Ducky Boys and we 
are going to leave room for other bands 
to play in different parts of the country. 

M- I’d just like to say pick up the new 
Troubled CD on GMM, it’s fucking 
amazing. Look for shit by them, the 
Ducky Boys, Showcase Showdown, Big 
Bad Bollocks, they are insane pub rock 
like the Macc Lads.

they had to say , Interviewed 
are Derek (D) vocals, Jeff tJf 
Bass, Gabe (G) Guitar, 


US- Why did you form Last Years Youth 

D- Me and our former guitarist Brian 
always wanted to start an oi band and 
wanted to do it right, and we knew that 
we could do it right so we did. We’ve 
been together for the past four years and 
thing got serious in the last two. 

US- What are some of the bands 
influences? 

D- Originally it was bands like Slaughter 
and the Dogs, Blitz, Cock Sparrer but I 
think influences constantly change. 
Personally I love everything from Joan 
Jett to Motorhead to Kiss to Twisted 
Sister. 

Jimmys’ into the New York Dolls our 
drummer Steve is into the Dead Boys 
and the Dolls and Gabe is into a lot of 
Rockabilly. So we cover the gamut I 
think. 

US- What's the scene like in St. Louis? 
And let me say one thing first , / been to 
Raffi's website (bootboypower77) and it's 
a fuckin tennis court of accusations. 

D- 1 don’t want to sit here and say it’s 
fucked up... 


G- Every thing is pretty cool as long as 
you’re not us. 

D- Everybody in says that their scene 
sucks and I don’t want to fall in to that. 
But it is a weird deal, there are a lot of 
different factions, and it’s hard to get a 
crossover any of these groups to come 
to shows. Everyone has their own little 
pigeon holes. 

US- Last year you put together a large oi/ 
punk show in St. Louis, was that in an 
attempt to possibly help unify Jhe scene 
and build it up, or just to bring some good 
bands in? 

D- All of the above. 

G- I was hoping for all the S.H.A.R.P. 
skins to show up and like us. 

D- There were a lot of motivations, you 
basically nailed them all. It started 
cause I had booked a show with Red 
Alert and I had this grand idea to make 
to make it even bigger. I also had the 
idea to make it an annual event, I think it 
may be too late to do it again for this 
year, but I would like to do it again. It 
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D- I woke and had no idea what was 
going on, Brian was bleeding, I was 
trying to fight. ..but I had just woke up. 

G- It was all Get-A-Grips and Seagrams 
flasks. 

D- After we took Brian to the 
hospital. ..Brian was bleeding, from his 
head all the way to his waist covered in 
blood. ..it would make a really cool record 
cover.. .We had been there for about a 
half hour, and the other guys came in 
and admitted themselves. 

G- Then they tried to press charges on 
us after they slashed Brian’s head open. 
D- We’ve never had to fight the crowd, it 
hasn’t gotten to that point. 

G- It did come close once when we were 
in Detroit when Brian threw a.. 

D- Yeah, when Brian pissed off the 
Murder City Wrecks, good thing we got 
that asshole out of the band. 

B- That’s cause of that Kyle guy, and 
Gabe was saying he could take him, the 
guy was fuckin huge and Gabe kept 
saying he could take him. 

D- Brian’s not in the band anymore so 
don’t believe a word he says. We’ll just 
say L.Y.Y. and Detroit didn’t really go 
well together. 

G- I’m really looking forward to playing 
Atlanta at the upcoming oi fest (It took 
place August 22-23, all the bands on the 
G.M.M. label together for one drunk 
fucking weekend). I really want to play 
New York, I want to come back to 
Kansas City again. Definitely want to go 
out to California and also play Texas 
again. 

D- It’s difficult with all of our jobs and 


Jimmy going to school, but we definitely 
want to tour, around Christmas break or 
something. 

G- Right now I’m a full time Thai Boxer. 

US- You guys had your 7” released on 
G.M.M., but you ran into some trouble 
getting it out , it took about two years for 
it to finally be released. You also have a 
European release . 

D- We had one 7’’ released in Germany 
that was printed directly off of our first 
demo (God save the Youth) that demo in 
retrospect we feel is kind of shitty, but 
we ended up getting good reviews on it. 
The G.M.M. 7” blows that away. When 
our full length CD come out that is going 
to blow everything away. 

US- Who's doing the full length? 

G- Yeah what’s up with that? 

D- 1 don’t know what’s up with that, we 
still owe the studio money so it’s just 
sitting there, we still need to do vocals. 
US- How do you feel about the uprise of oi 
music , are you worried it will take some of 
the spirit of the scene away? 

D- The more bands the better, but I wish 
there was some better bands out there, 
unfortunately there is a lot of crap out 
right now, I don’t want to sound like a 
prima donna but that’s the way I see it. 
US- What do you think of the current 
scene in America? 

D- To be honest I don’t really give a fuck 
about the scene, because people come 
and go, and for the two year stint that 
the people hang around they try to act 
like they know it all and tell everybody 
else how they are supposed act and 
what they should be into. I don’t like 


when I see all these bands who seem to 
think that they have to wear some kind 
of uniform, or it looks like they picked up 
the “skinhead handbook” and they have 
to fold their scarf this way or that and 
this sort of non sense. Everybody is 
posing for the pictures holding up their 
pint glass, putting their arms around 
each other, I think it is really shallow. 

G- The scene will always have their soap 
opera problems no matter what they are, 
no matter what kind of scene it is. It’s 
not just the oi and punk scene, the 
skinhead scene whatever. There will 
always be problems as far as certain 
people not getting along with certain 
people, then splitting up into groups. 

D- Don’t get me wrong I love punk rock 
music that’s why I’m still playing it, 
that’s why I’m still looking the way I do, I 
still love the music but sometimes the 
frustration that go along with the scene 
makes me wish I played heavy metal and 
made a lot of money. 

US- Any future plans? 

D- We want to tour and start recording 
more and put stuff out cause we know 
that we got a good band and we want the 
rest of the word to realize it, we wont be 
happy or rest until we have made an 
impact and people know Last Years 
Youth are the fucking band.
